WHEAT. 

Early in the season the tendency 
was toward a decreased acreage of 
wheat. This was materially checked 
both by favorable seediug conditions 
existing late iu the s-asou. and by the 
rapid rise iu the price of this cereal. 
The scarcity of good seed w heat has. 
to some extent. Favored a decreased 
acreage. The acreage seedei this 
season, as compared with the fall of 
1895, is 96 per cut Taking the fig- 
ures as returned by the couuty assts- 
sors, and allowing" for the perceu 
of the crop plowed up last spriug ou 
account of winter killing, gives tin 
total of acreage seeded this year 948, 
024 acres. The condition of the grow- 
ing plant, especially the early sown 
is excellent. The growing weathei 
during October resulted iu perfect 
germination, and the stand is almost 
perfect, the oul> exception being 
where inferior seed was sown- Some 
cases of this kinct are reported 
wfcere resowiug was necessary. An- 
other favorable feature is the thorough 
preparation of the soil for the crop. 
Weather conditions favore I this to 
a remarkable degree, aud, combined 
with the stimuUtiou of advauciug 
prices, the result islho best cultivat- 
ed crop for yeafs. 

OTUER CROPS.

They Make More Than i 
Lines of Work. 

The girl waiters in a first-class 
lunchroom are paid more than the 
average of women workers at other 
employments. They receive elpht 
dollars a week and their meals for 
working eight hours a day, four dol- 
lars for half time, five hours, and 
thirty- three cents for four hours of 
extra work. It i3 unskilled labor. 
No previous experience is required, 
and there is a great deal of compe- 
tition for that reason. The "tip" is 
almost unknown to the lunchroom 
woman waiter. 

"We have to work hard," said one 
girl, talking of her labors one day. 
"but it is easy to learn how to do 
the work. I had never waited on a 
table before, and I be.^an on fu 
time. But you never did see an; 
thing like the way people act hot 
when there's a crowd. They wi 
not do a thing unless you say pleasi 
1 come along with a lot cf boiling 
hot coffee and call 'One side, 
three of them will stand right li 
middle of the floor until I say 'One 
side, please.' We do not 'get 'tips' 
very often, although one of our 
young women got §2.70 one eleetioa 
night. A gentleman gave me fifty 
ceuts once, and sometime; we get 
five cents or ten cents. A man 
gave one of the girls a penny once. 
She did not look at it until after h« 
was gone. Perhaps he thought it 
was a five- cent or te l-ccnt piece."—

Worms Was 
The. travole 
proceeding from Mayenoe to Haidel 
berg, or in the revereo direction 
might do worse than break hii 
journey at the sleepy, old-time city 
of Worms. He will find few place* 
along his route richer 
interest. The delver 
Jewish antiquities of Worms will b? 
rewarded by the discovery of som- 
quaintly pathetic legends, telling of 
the sufferings endured by this re- 
markable people. 

Entering the ancient synagogue, 
which lies in a small square off 
the Judengasso, one notices two 
lights ensconced against the eastern 
wall, on either side of the "ark," a 
chest in which are deposited the 
scrolls of the- law. They are kept 
continually burning in memory of 
two martyrs who are said to have 
sacrificed themselves in defense of 
the Jewish community of Worms. 
The story of their martyrdom is as 
follows: Some hundreds of years 
ago, at the period of Easter— always 
a time of danger for the Jew3 of 
yore — a religious procession was 
wendfng its way through the streets 
of Worms. As it passed by the 
Jewish quarter, an alarm was raised 
that the Jews had insulted the host. 
This was enough to fire the rabble 
with a thirst for vengeance. They 
demanded that the inhabitant; of 
the Judengasse should produce the 
malefactors within seven days, or 
the lives of the entire commu 
would stand forfeited. Inqu: 
were set on foot by the Jews, bu 
one had witnessed the outn 
When the last day of grace arri 
without discovering any trace of the 
supposed culprits, the Jewish quar- 
ter was plunged in despair. This 
happened to be the seventh day of 
the feast of the Passover. As on all 
festivals, Jewish and Christian, the 
gates of the Judengasse were locked. 
The beadle of the congregation went 
his usual rounds in the early m irn 
Ing to rouse the faithful to prayei 
when he heard a loud knocking a 
the gates. Two strangers pre 
seuted themselves asserting that 
they were Jews and requesting 
be admitted. The beadle informed 
them of the danger they wore in- 
curring by entering the Judengasse 
at such a time. "We know of it, 
they replied, "and are here to save 
our brethren." They were admitted. 

Presently the streets of Worms 
resound with riotous noise. An 
furiated populace, on vengeance 
tent, are making their way to the 
Jewish quarter. - This thui 
knocking at the gates is raeuaeing 
as thunder. They sway to and fr<» 
against the pressure of the surging 
crowd, and the doom of the unof 
fending community Is imminent. 
Then the newly admitted strangers 
step forward. With perfect 
possession they exclaim: "Imbrue 
not your hands in innocent blood. 
We, and we alone, are the authors 
of the deed!" The gates are opened, 
and the crowd pass in. In the 
square which fronts - the synagogue 
a funeral pyre is raised, in the 
flames of which the strangers an- 
swer for their self-accusation with 
their lives. Suddenly every eye is 
directed above, for from the crack- 
ling flames two doves emerge, and 
flying upwards are lost in the im- 
mensity of space. Whence the mar- 
tyrs who wrought this noteworthy 
deliverance for the Jews of Worms 
hailed, or who they were, was never 
known. The story ha3 a legendary 
setting, but its essential truth is 
attested by the two lights which 
have ever since been kindled ia the 
synagogue in their memory.— Sun- 
day at Homo. 

ANOTHER BLIND" TOM. 

Darky Who Is Making a R puta- 
li;n as a Piano Player. 
In the person of Tom Taylor, a 
Mind negro, Georgia lias a darky 
who Is second to Blind Tom, the 
famous negro Musician, whoso per- 
formances on the plan > won for him 
world-wide fame. Tom Taylor has 
been blind from youth, but he has 
an ear for music and can play al- 
most as well as a skillful musician 
who hr.s given all his time to learn- 
ing to perform. Tuesd i.v Tom Tay- 
lor gave a performance at the Cop- 
perfield club to a number of local 
newspaper men. He displayed a re- 
markable talent for music aud his 
performance on the piano was won- 
derful. The negro has never had 
any training and it was just bv ac- 
cident that his talent was discov-

This is called 
rough draft, and a copy of it is sent t 
the foreign country. Nothing is done, 
until the roufrh draft is returned; and 
usually it contains aanendmenta or 
suggestions from the foreign govern- 
ment.

ETTSLLIBEHT PREJUDICE. 

American Conservatism in Opposi- 
tion to the Mstric S/st»m. 

As Mr. Spencer begins by declar- 
ing that tho "advocates of the 
metric system allege that all opposi- 
tion to it results from ignorant prej- 
udice," which he very properly de- 
clares is far from true, it may be 
well to say that, in the opinion of 
the writer, there is relatively little 
of that sort of thin?; to contend with 
in the United States. What is fai 
more dangerous as an obstacle t< 
human progress, and often far mon 
common, is what may be callel "iu 
telligeut prejudice," meaning there- 
by an obstinate conservatism which 
makes people cling to what is or has 
been, merely because it is or has 
been, not being willing to take the 
trouble to do better, because already 
doing well, all the while knowing 
that doing better is not only the 
easier, but is more in harmony with 
existing conditions. Such consei 
vatism is highly developed among 
English-speaking people on both 
sides of the Atlantic, and is likely 
to turn up in the most unexpected 
places. It is often a phase of an- 
cestral or national pride, and finds 
its expression in the feeling that 
whatever pertains to one's own race 
or country is, on the whole, better 
than anything else of its kind. 
Those who are under its influence 
are adepts in finding ingenious 
reasons and excuses in defense of an 
attitude toward reform which they 
must know to bo founded on neither 
logic nor fact. These people are 
numerous among opponents of re- 
form in coinage, weights and 
measures, and, as already noted, it 
is with this class that the most seri- 
ous difficulty is encountered. "Ig- 
norant prejudice" generally disap- 
pears when ignorance disappears, 
and fortunately in the present 
instance the system which it is pro- 
posed to substitute for that already 
in use is so extremely simple that it 
can be learned and understood in a 
few minutes. — From the Metric
